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PREMIER HAULTAIN’S LETTER. 


Ottawa, March 14, 1905. 
A VICTIM OF THE OPEN LETTER 
HABIT. 


Premier Haukain has contributed 
to ithe discussion now in yrogress in 
Parifament and in the country by a 
jengthy! open letier addressed to Sir 
Whifrid Laurier and dated March li. 
Mr. Hhuiftain takes up the questions 
imvolved, in the dills from his own 
gent of view and deals with them 
ini 2, glain and businegs-like manner. 
Ti canmot! be said that be has contri- 
buted anything very new to the dis- 
cussion, but en account of his position 
his contribution is necessarily import- 
ant. 


SLOW AND NOT VERY SURE. 

A notable feature of his lciter is 
the date upon which it is written. 
The Bills were introduced on Feb- 
ruary Yl, and bis protest againsi the 
educational clauses of the bills is dat- 
eu ~-cu Il. The saying “Beiter late 
than .. 2f” is apphleable to this case; 
fbut his position being as it is, the 
foree ana effect of such criticism as 
he hpi to offer is scriously weakened 
by the fact that although, as Premier 
of the Territories, and having a first 
knowledge of the vrovisions of the 
bills, it was his place to be first in 
the field’ with any yrotest he had to 
make, It was no: until after the 


emphatic provesc of the Minister of 
Imterior, entorced by his resignation 


and the lingering: disqugsion which 
bas followed it, that Premier Haul- 
taim was able to arrive av sufficiently 
definite. conclusions to warrant his 
giacing them before the public. 


TWG PROVINCES OR ONE.— HIS 
VIEW DISPUTED. 

This, however, is altegether aside 
from the merits of his argumen.. He 
first aeais with the question of two 
grevinces versus one, and decipres 
bimselt in tavor of one as against the 
iwo; om the gregind of therq being 
no necessity for two, and because the 


duplication of provinces requires the 
dupheatiou of goveromental ongan- 
ization and therefore of expense. He 
concludes his azsgument on this poinc 
by the toltowimg sentence. 

“] must, nowever, trankly siate 
“that this opimian is Dy NO MaG@iDds 
“gnanimously shared in the Territ- 
“aries, pm wnat the proposed action 
‘of the Government will not cail 
“forth much hestile criticism.” 


PROVINCIAL RIGHTS LIMITED BY 
FEDERAL JURISDICTION. 


Regurding the ccnstitutional side 
of the eaqucationai quesiion, he at 
first protesses to bold that the two 
mew provinces are entitled to be icft 
ic deal with the subject exclusive 
of federa. control, bat afterwards ad- 
miis thut the rights of the pew frov- 
inces in regard to education are sub- 
ject to tne remedial seccion, or sub- 
section 4 of section 93 of the British 
North America, Act of “67. He says 
that the proposed provision of the 
Autonomy bilis is an attempt to leg- 
islate in advance on this subject and 
“is an unwarrantable and unconsiitu- 
tional amticigution of the remedial 
jurisdiction.” These are long words 
and are no dob: ccrreatiyy ased> 
They are quoted for the Lurpose of 
yroving comelusively, by Mr. Haul- 
tain’s bDwn argument that the ex- 
clasive right of the new jprovijnces? 
to legistate im regard to educatianal 
matters is expressly limited by the 
rrovisions oF sub-section 4 of section 
@3 of the British) North America Act 
of ‘67, and that therefqre a limita- 
tiom of the right of the previa: 
to legislate regarding education is not 
mecessarily an imvasion of provincial 
migbts; those rights being only such 
as are accorded under the British 
North America Act. The nature of 
the limitation and the question ; rop- 
erly at jseve, not the bare fact that 
there is a limitation. 


WHAT HE WOULD HAVE DONE. 


In evidence of his abjeciion to the 
fastening of seyarate schools upon ‘be 
Territories he quoted a, section from 
the draft bi which his Gevernment 
submitted to the Dominion Parlia- 
merrt in 1908. The section quoted is 
simply deecihratory and is in effect 
yarallel to eJause 2 of the Autonomy 
bills annd provides expressly that the 
provisions of the British North Am- 
erica Act of 1867 shall be arplicablic 
ta the previnee to be created in the 
sime wayrand to the some extent as 
they apply to the several provinces of 
Canada and as if that province had 
been ome of the previnces originaily 
united by the said Act. No exception 
of section 93 is made and therefore 
jis limitations would have ocen reouk- 
nized under) Mr. Baultain’s own pro 
gosal, as they are under the preou: ol 
before Parliament: to which recog- 
nition Mr. Havttiain now sags that 
he objects. 
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PROVINCIAL RIGHT TQ CONTROL 
OF PROVINCIAL MONEY. 


Up to this point Mr .Meultain te 
say the feast, leaves plenty of room 
or argument, but he takes up a new 
siriim when he says: ‘

“fact that thiq is a purely comstita-
